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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-51 allowed. 

2. With respect to independent claims 1 , 4, 8, 16, 17, 25, 26, 34, 35, 43 and 
44, the instant invention is directed to a method of providing multiple packet identifier 
(PID) information for a multiple carriage television content delivery system; a method of 
demultiplexing a data stream having multiple packet identifiers for a program carried 
out at a TV receiver device; a method of constructing a stream AN of data of data 
packets having related primary and shadow packet. .PIDs....; and various embodiments 
as recited in the preamble of the independent claims 1, 4, 8, 16, 17, 25, 26, 34, 35, 43 
and 44. The relevant prior art of record, such as Blatter et al (5,838,873) discloses 
packetized data formats for digital data storage media. Kubota et al (7,769,053) 
disclose Data multiplexing device, program distribution system, program transmission 
system, pay broadcast system program transmission method, conditional access 
system, and data reception device. Kim et al (7,308,104) discloses forward multiple 
scrambling code generating method and apparatus. Boykin et al (7,020,284) discloses 
perceptual encryption and decryption of movies. Qiu et al (7,607,022) disclose 
Configurable encryption/decryption for multiple services support. However, neither 
Blatter, Kubota, Kim, Boykin nor Qui and any of the cited references teach or 
suggest, alone or in combination the feature of "...at least one primary PID that 
identifies a portion of a program encrypted under a first encryption system to at least 
one shadow PID that identifies a duplicate of the same program encrypted under a 
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second encryption system...."; "...where the related primary and shadow PIDs each 
identify duplicated portions of an audio/video program where one of the duplicated 
portions is encrypted under a first encryption system and another of the duplicated 
portions is encrypted under a second encrypted system..." etc., as similarly recited in 
various limitations with respect to independent claims 1, 4, 8, 16, 17, 25, 26, 34, 35, 43 
and 44.
